ON THE AVERAGE 

GHI Monthly Charges Likely 
To Increase Less Than 10%

An average increase of less than 10 percent in Greenbelt 
Homes f Inc. monthly charges for 1976 seems certain. The first 
go-around of the 1976 budget prepared by GHI manager Roy 
Breashears indicates an increase of 8.3 percent in total charges, 
effective January 1, 1976. The increase comes to 9.8 percent in 
terms of operating costs, when amortization payments are sub¬ 
tracted out. 


The average increase in total 
charges comes to 4 percent for the 
brick homes, 12 percent for the 
frame homes, and 8 percent for the 
new homes. The differences are 
based on actual experience, as sep¬ 
arate records are kept for each type 
of home. 

Before final adoption, the 1976 
budget will undergo further review 
by the board, as comments of GHI 
members at this week's informa¬ 
tion meetings are absorbed. No spe¬ 
cial membership meeting to approve 
the budget will be required if the 
increase in operating costs for all 
units combined is kept below 10 
percent. 

Favorable Factors 

One of the major factors respon¬ 
sible for keeping the increase in 
monthly charges to less than 10 
percent is the ruling of the Mary¬ 
land Tax Court supporting GHI’s 
appeal of the county real estate 
reassessment. According to GHI of¬ 
ficials, the tax refund could be as 
much as $256,000, covering the last 
three fiscal years. 

Of the $256,000, $50,800 is needed 
to repay the money advanced from 
the contingency fund to meet the 
taxes owed in previous years. Of 
the remaining $206,000, Breashears 
recommended that $106,000 be used 
to relieve 1976 monthly charges and 
$100,000 be placed in reserves to 
relieve 1977 monthly charges. 

Both the board and management 
agreed that if the entire $206,000 
were used to offset monthly charg¬ 
es in 1976, then GHI would be faced 
with the difficult and undesirable 
task of raising the difference for 
taxes In 1977 through higher mon¬ 
thly charges. 

Another major factor that gives 
GHI some breathing room is the 
energy conservation program. Al¬ 
ready in 1975, it is estimated that 
this program has managed to re¬ 
duce oil consumption from a 1973 
figure of 2,039,500 gallons to 1,891,- 
700. The 1976 budget is thus able to 
keep the rise in heating costs to a 
modest amount. This is in sharp 
contrast with the previous two 
years when a large part of the in¬ 
crease in monthly charges had to 
be used to meet the rise in fuel oil 
bills, especially in the frame homes. 

Pent-Up Remands 

According to the manager, de¬ 
spite these favorable developments, 
pent-up demands arising from the 
10 percent increase limitation im¬ 
posed by the membership in the 
past two years make it necessary to 
increase monthly charges by the 
full amount allowed by the bylaws. 
However, an attempt has been 
made to minimize the immediate 
fiscal impact on members by laun¬ 
ching a capital improvement pro¬ 
gram that would be financed 
through bank borrowings under a 
10-year pay-back loan.

ment program is $465,200 worth of 
maintenance work that has been ne¬ 
glected during the past two years 
because of membership refusal to 
allow more than a 10 percent in¬ 
crease in operating charges. These 
items include:

The annual financing (debt ser¬ 
vice) charge for this program would 
come to $31,600 for the brick homes 
and $34,900 for the frame homes. 
For the first year, the charge to 
the budget would be about half be¬ 
cause the money would not need to 
be borrowed until the middle of 
the year. 

Other Additions 

The 1976 proposed budget also 
includes other items that had been 
cut to the bone or eliminated in 
previous years. A major one is the 
exterior trim paint program. $60,- 
100 is allocated for this program 
($18,900 in the bricks, $41,200 in the 
frames). Nothing was included in 
the 1975 (current) budget for this. 

Other augmented programs in¬ 
clude 3 additional men for mainten¬ 
ance work in such areas as clean¬ 
ing gutters, downspouts, swales 
and storm sewers, removal and 
trimming of trees, controlling of 
pests, and clearing of tree roots 
from sewers. 

Another major change pushed by 
management is the addition of five 
new people to the heating depart¬ 
ment (the present heating staff is 
13). The additional personnel will 
enable the director of maintenance 
to organize three work crews and 
assign them to specific boiler plants 
for essential operation and preven¬ 
tive maintenance of the heating sys¬ 
tems. 

Staff engineers and management 
maintain that this preventive main¬ 
tenance program will enable GHI 
to save 500,000 gallons in oil per 
year when fully implemented. At 
35 to 40 cents per gallon, this would 
more than pay for the five new men 
and stop the accelerating cost of 
heating which has played havoc 
with the budget for the past two 
years. 

The proposed budget assumes a 
5 percent increase in GHI salar¬ 
ies, an increase in water and sewer 
rates that will absorb $34,000 more 
in 1976, and an increase in city 
waste collection fees that will ab¬ 
sorb $17 400 more.

Recreation Department 
Wins National Award

“The more we talk about it, the prouder we feel.” Betty 
Lehman, Recreation Department secretary, describes the staff’s 
reaction to the news they received last week that Greenbelt was 
a Grand Award Winner in the annual Gold Medal Award pro¬ 
gram, which recognizes excellence in the field of park and recre¬ 
ation management. 


Little Support Shown 
Groenbelt Metro Line 

There was not much support at 
the October 20 county council pub¬ 
lic hearing for the Greenbelt “E” 
METRO subway line. Even with 
the modifications suggested by the 
county council in its proposed res¬ 
olution CR-92, the rapid rail sys¬ 
tem got little encouragement. Cit¬ 
izens rejected the system as being 
too disruptive to residential areas 
in the vicinity, as well as too cost¬ 
ly* 

The city of Greenbelt was one 
of the groups to voice otherwise. 
It lent its support to CR-92 to the 
extent that it considered alignment 
22 and the Adopted Regional Sys¬ 
tem (ARS) alignment as possibi¬ 
lities. Alignment 22 would run 
north of Prince Georges Plaza and 
west of University Boulevard 
and then loop east to a terminal 
near the Baltimore and Ohio rail¬ 
road tracks and Greenbelt Road. 
The ARS alignment calls for the 
subway to run along Queens Chap¬ 
el Road to the east side of College 
Park and then parallel the B&O 
tracks north to Greenbelt Road. 

Delegate Leo Green also expres¬ 
sed support for alignment 22, with 
location of a needed end-of the- 
line yard at the south side of the 
Beltway and a Metro access road 
from the Beltway to the terminal 
station. 

But many of the speakers at the 
public hearing echoed the senti¬ 
ments of Mayor Dervey Lomax of 
College Park who stated that “As 
far as we are concerned, no route 
is satisfactory.” Many asked the 
county council to truncate the line 
at the District of Columbia’s Fort 
Totten station, and to use the 
saved funds to improve existing 
area transportation, such as the 
B&O commuter rail system. 

The county council is not ex¬ 
pected to make a decision on the 
Greenbelt route until mid-Novem¬ 
ber.

Harry “Hank” Irving, Recreation 
Dept. Director, accepted the award 
which includes a Grand Award 
Winner plaque, a flag and a gift of 
$1,000 on Oct 22 at the 1975 Cong¬ 
ress for Recreation and Parks m 
Dallas, Texas. 

“There were more than 7,000 
people in the audience ... it was a 
great feeling to accept that award,” 
Irving said. He added that the Rec¬ 
reation Dept, in applying for the 
award had stressed the theme of 
community involvement in Green¬ 
belt, and that it is “really a Green¬ 
belt award. The whole city shares 
in the honor.” 

Irving said the money will be 
used for a renovation project which 
has been postponed previously for 
lack of funds. Harry James, Assist¬ 
ant Recreation Director, accomp¬ 
anied Irving to the Dallas conven¬ 
tion. 

The Gold Medal Awards program 
is sponsored by the Sports Foun¬ 
dation, a non-profit organization 
founded to stimulate interest and 
participation in sports and related 
activities. Awards are presented 
to the top five recreation depart¬ 
ments in the country, based on 
population size. 

Sponsored by Irving's Sports 
Shops, the Recreation Dept last 
spring filed a 10-page application 
for the Class V ,or under 20,000 
population, award. Applicants are 
judged on creative leadership, di¬ 
versified programming, sound finan¬ 
cing, far-sighted land acquisition, 
cooperation with federal, state and 
local agencies, and overall respon¬ 
siveness to the community’s recre¬ 
ational needs and desires. 

The Recreation Dept, has applied 
other years for the annual award, 
but never advanced beyond the 
first round of competition. When 
the staff learned that Greenbelt was 
a finalist, Mrs. Lehman says, “We 
were dumbfounded . . . From mid- 
September on, we held our breaths.” 

The staff hurried to prepare for 
the final competition — no small 
task with the dedication of the new 
Springhill Lake Center fast ap¬ 
proaching, as well as the usual on¬ 
going activities and programs. 
Working many nights until 11 p.m., 
they assembled a scrapbook and 
slide show illustrating some high¬ 
lights of the past year, such a3 the 
Christmas crafts show and sale. 
Bike-A-Thon for the Retarded, ten¬ 
nis and softball tournaments, Camp 
Pine Tree, Run-For-Your-Life race, 
and the holiday celebrations at 
Christmas, Easter, 4th of July and 
Labor Day. 

The judging panel, made up of 
nationally-recognized authorities in 
the fields of park and recreation 
management, praised Greenbelfs 
Recreation Dept for its “compre¬ 
hensive long-range planning pro¬ 
gram with broad funding and far¬ 
sighted acquisition.” 

Judges commended also Green- 
belt’s “strong base of community 
support, indicated by the large 
number of local organizations 
which participate in the depart¬ 
ment’s realization of its projects.” 

The slide show and scrapbook 
submitted for final competition, as 
well as the Gold Medal Award 
plaque and flag, will be presented 
as the first agenda item at the next 
City Council meeting, Nov. 3 at 
8 p.m. in the Council Meeting Room. 
Anyone may attend.

Few Greenbelt Homes, Inc mem¬ 
bers realize that a recent retiree 
of GHI can boast of coming to 
Greenbelt with Rexford Tugwell in 
1936. Raymond Bladen who retired 
on October 1 came to Greenbelt in 
July 1936 shortly before his 21st 
birthday, working on the construc¬ 
tion of the original project — pour¬ 
ing concrete in the Parkway Ap¬ 
artment buildings.

He had spent so many 
years — 39 in all — with the Green¬ 
belt homes that he was familiar with 
all phases of maintenance 

Although Bladen does not live in 
Greenbelt, he has always felt a 
great fondness for the town. He 
says that there may be rough times 
ahead, but with the cooperation 
from members, management, and 
employees, GHI will continue to 
be “both a wonderful place to re¬ 
side and to work.”

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School Board Gets Tough 
On Disruptive Students

Superiiicenaenc .of tovuools Carl 
W. .tfassel announced at Lie Oc¬ 
tober y meeting of the Board of 
Education a “brack-down" policy 
on disruptive students on school 
buses. According to Hassel, “The 
Prince Georges county school sys¬ 
tem cannot and will not tolerate 
misconduct or vandalism on our 
school buses. Bus drivers cannot 
guarantee a safe trip for school 
Children if their attention is divided 
between the passengers on the ve¬ 
hicle and the road ahead." 

Hassel appealed to students and 
parents to work together effectively 
to correct discipline problems im¬ 
mediately. He also directed that 
principals suspend students who 
continue to violate school bus safe¬ 
ty regulations. He noted that if 
these measures fail, safety consider¬ 
ations may make it necessary to 
discontinue certain bus runs. 

There has been increased con¬ 
cern since the start of the school 
year with the breakdown of disci¬ 
pline aboard buses — throwing ob¬ 
jects inside the bus and out of 
windows, tearing up the seats, 
harassing the drivers and 
u-^s, smoking, etc. This behavior 
creates a hostile and hazardous 
atmosphere which school officials 
* ,ar can lead to accidents. 

A potentially serious situation 
arose in Greenbelt recently on a 
bus headed for Mary Bethune 
Junior H.gn School. After be.ng 
harassed by several students to the 
point they could no longer bear, the 
driver and aide stopped the bus 
and discharged their passengers. 
A spokesman for the transporta¬ 
tion department observed that, 
v/.idc the driver should prob^bxy 
have opted to drive to the Green¬ 
belt police station for help, siie and 
her aide were under intense pres¬ 
sure. He appealed to all parents 
to support the drivers, aides and 
principals when they employ dis¬ 
ciplinary action, and by talking 
these matters over with their chil¬ 
dren. 

The county employs about 200 
aides to assist drivers on runs. 
Serving the schools are 800 buses. 

Slate Agency Gives 
CARES Hard Time 

The city is having a hard time 
convincing the Governor’s Com¬ 
mission on Law Enforcement and 
the Administration of Justice that 
its grant condition specifying Liat 
Greenbelt CARES must receive a 
minimum of seven referrals a 
month from the county Depart¬ 
ment of Juvenile Services (DJS) is 
not feasible. 

On October 16, councilman 
Charles Schwan, Dr. Les Schiller 
of CARES, and asst, city manager 
Dennis Piendak presented the city’s 
appeal of this grant condition. State 
Senator Edward Conroy also sub¬ 
mitted a letter on behalf of the 
city’s position. Hearing the appeal 
was a 5-member appeals commit¬ 
tee empowered to act for the Gov¬ 
ernor's Commission in cases of ap¬ 
peal. 

The tentative decision of the ap¬ 
peals committee was to retain the 
grant condition and to specify a 
reduction in the grant funds by 20 
percent over the remaining 5V2 
months of the Governor’s Commis¬ 
sion funding if the condition is not 
met. This could cost the city about 
$5,000 in lost funds. 

The city maintains that the num¬ 
ber of referrals Greenbelt CARES 
receives is something over which 
it has no control. It is more than 
willing to accept seven or more 
DJS referrals a month. During the 
past year, CARES referrals came 
from the following: schools - 33%, 
courts and Greenbelt police - 5% 
DJS - 12%, County Department of 
Social Services - 11%, friends or 
relatives - 19%, walk-ins - 16%, 
physicians 4%. 

In September, CARES counsel¬ 
ed 20 families, seeing them at least 
once a week. Other services during 
the month included informal coun¬ 
seling for 20 youngsters under 18 
and drop-in counseling for 13 teen¬ 
agers. Additionally 23 tutoring ses¬ 
sions were given 17 youngsters; 13 
part-time and 2 full-time jobs were 
obtained for youth; 6 work train¬ 
ing sessions were offered to 9 
youths; and the clothing exchange 
assisted three families (5 adults and 
7 children under 18).

The July, August, September quarter was a period of good 
earnings and healthy growth for Twin Pines. Income totaled 
$142,632, of which $30,957 went to meet expenses, $85,345 was 
paid in dividends, and $7,800 was put into the Reserve for Bad 
Debts — which left $18,530 to be added to undivided earnings.

557 to a total of $3,590,610. Conven¬ 
tional first mortgage loans increas¬ 
ed $38,051 to a total of $1,058,751. 

So far in October, savings are 
continuing to increase, but at a 
slower rate, while loan applica¬ 
tions are increasing at a faster 
rate than last quarter. Currently, 
loan commitments are being gran 
ted with the proviso that the loan 
will be made when the funds be¬ 
come available. So keep the money 
coming in, folks! 


Loan Passbooks 

As of Oct, 1975, all loans taken 
out after January 1973, will be on 
the computer. A loan passbook will 
be given to each borrower affected 
by this change. This passbook 
should accompany all payments. 

By doing this Twin Pines hopes 
to provide its customers with bet¬ 
ter and more accurate information 
on each loan.

A Comparison ... 

Certificates and Passbooks 

Twin Pines savings certificates 
offer the advantage of higher div¬ 
idends than passbook accounts. 
Certificates requiring a minimum 
of $2000.00 deposited for one year 
earn 7% per annum compared to 
5.5% per annum earned by pass¬ 
book accounts.

Eleven local businesses were 
found have open doors or win¬ 
dows by patrolling officers 

Shortly after the armed robbery 
of the A&P Food Store at the Belt- 
way Plaza, a 22 year old resident 
of the District was apprehended 
and charged with the offense.

Greenbelt Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
was elected chairman of the Prince 
Georges Municipal Association for 
the coming year at the Oct. 36 
meeting in College Park. Elected 
as vice-chairman was councilwo- 
man Mildred Harkness of Hyatts¬ 
ville. Mayor Susanna K. Christo- 
fane of Bladensburg was re-elected 
as secretary treasurer. 

A major topic on the Municipal 
Association’s agenda was tax dif¬ 
ferential proposals. The county 
council has appointed a commit¬ 
tee to consider various means for 
establishing a simpler and more 
reliable procedure for determining 
tax differential payments to muni¬ 
cipalities each year. 

At its Oct. 16 meeting, the As¬ 
sociation adopted a motion which 
approved the proposal of the county
